LBJ  Names  Lt.  Gen.  Chapn 
New  Marine  Corps  Commandant 


President  Johnson  has  announced  the  selection  of  Lt. 
Gen.  Leonard  F.  Chapman  Jr.,  to  be  the  next  Commandant 
of  the  Marine  Corps. 

The  54-year-old  Chapman  will  replace  Gen.  Wallace 
M.  Greene  Jr.,  who  retires  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Gen.  Chapman  will  be  the  Marine  Corps’  24th  Com- 
mandant when  he  assumes  the  post  January  1. 

He  has  served  as  Assistant  Commandant  since  July  1 
of  this  year.  Previously  he  spent  three  years  as  Chief 
of  Staff,  Headquarters  Marine  Corps. 

A Marine  veteran  of  32  years,  Gen.  Chapman  saw 
combat  during  World  War  II  as  commander  of  the  Ma- 
rine Detachment  aboard  the  USS  Astoria  and  later  as 
an  artillery  battalion  commander  on  Peleliu  and  Okinawa. 
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His  post  war  assignments  include  Fleet  Marine  Force, 
Pacific  and  the  Marine  Corps  Development  Center,  Quan- 
tico,  where  he  was  Chief  Supporting  Arms  Group. 

In  1953,  he  was  Regimental  Commander,  12th  Marines, 
Third  Marine  Division  and  a year  later  became  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Marine  Barracks,  Yokosuka,  Japan.  He 
reported  to  Washington,  D.C.,  in  1956  as  commanding 
officer  of  the  Marine  Barracks  and  was  promoted  to 
brigadier  general  in  1958.

Five  percent  interest  on  checking  account  balances  is 
now  being  offered  to  servicemen  in  Thailand  by  two  Ameri- 
can banks  at  eight  Military  Finance  Facilities  in  the 
country.

Savings  Bond  Sales  Up  $96  Million 

Public  holdings  of  Series  E and  H United  States  Savings 
bonds  gained  $96  million  in  November,  said  the  Treasury 
Department. 

Cash  sales  of  those  bonds  during  the  month  totaled 
$373  million;  redemptions  at  cost  price  were  $344  million, 
leaving  a net  increase,  at  cost  price,  of  $29  million. 

Sales  of  E and  H bonds  during  November  were  1.5  per- 
cent above  last  year’s  $368  million.  Redemptions  at  cost 
price  were  9.7  percent  over  redemptions  of  $314  million, 
at  cost  price,  during  November,  1966. 

November  sales  of  new  Freedom  Shares  savings  notes 
were  $17.3  million. 


Under  a Treasury  Department  authorization  and  in  co- 
operation with  the  Department  of  Defense,  the  Bank  of 
America  established  offices  at  Nakorn  Phanom,  Korat, 
Takhli  and  Bangkok.  Simultaneously,  the  Chase  Man- 
hattan Bank  opened  doors  at  Ubon,  U Tapad,  Don  Muang 
and  Udom  prior  to  Christmas. 

This  was  a follow-up  action  to  opening  of  military  bank- 
ing facilities  earlier  this  year  with  interest-bearing  check- 
ing accounts  at  10  locations  in  Vietnam,  principally  around 
large  military  populations  in  such  places  as  Saigon,  Da 
Nang  and  Cam  Ranh  Bay. 

Officials  described  the  interest-bearing  checking  account 
plan  as  a companion  piece  and  not  a competitive  program 
to  the  “Uniform  Services  Savings  Deposit  Program”  that 
pays  10  percent  interest  compounded  quarterly. 

Officials  said  military  banking  facilities,  including  check- 
ing accounts,  were  set  up  in  Thailand  and  Vietnam  to  fill 
a sore  need.  The  five  percent  interest  rate  on  checking 
accounts,  they  said,  is  an  added  incentive  for  military 
personnel  to  save  more  and  spend  less.

DATC  will  provide  formal 
classroom  and  on-the-job  training  to 
Navy  men  in  27  rates  over  two-year 
planned  curriculum.  Capt.  James  W. 
Montgomery  commands  the  new 
school. 

AIR  FORCE  HAS  selected  607  of- 
ficers as  “Outstanding  Supply  Officers 
for  1967.”  Certificates  signed  by  Air 
Force  Chief  of  Staff  Gen.  John  P. 
McConnell  were  presented  at  a Penta- 
gon ceremony  by  Lt.  Gen.  R.  G.  Ruegg, 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff/Systems  and 
Logistics  and  Air  Force  Cost  Reduc- 
tion Program  Manager.  The  certifi- 
cates commended  officers  for  “having 
demonstrated  outstanding  proficiency 
in  fulfilling  supply  responsibilities.” 

NUCLEAR  ENGINEERING  TEST 
unit  at  Wright-Patterson  AFB,  Ohio, 
will  be  operated  by  the  Air  Univer- 
sity educational  facilities.  Test  cen- 
ter was  started  in  1965  to  determine 
its  potential  value  to  Air  Force  nu- 
clear programs,  present  and  future, 
and  support  Air  Force  Institute  of 
Technology  educational  programs. 
Test  unit  is  largest  of  its  type  in  De- 
partment of  Defense.  It  will  employ 
42  persons  conducting  more  than  130 
experiments  annually. 


DISTINCTIVE  DRESS  UNIFORM 
for  exclusive  use  of  Army  band  has 
been  approved  by  Chief  of  Staff.  It 
will  replace  current  dress  blue  which 
is  authorized  for  all  bands  of  Army 
except  U.S.  Military  Academy  band 
which  has  its  own  distinctive  dress 
uniform. 

FOLLOWING  STUDY  ordered  by 
Army  vice  chief  of  staff,  actions  are 
under  way  for  notification  and  as- 
sistance to  next-of-kin  of  military 
personnel.  It  was  reported  current 
procedures  are  adequate  and  no  fun- 
damental changes  are  required,  but 
some  areas  were  said  to  warrant  im- 
provement and  that  is  being  done. 

IMMIGRATION  AND  Nationality 
Act  requires  all  aliens  in  U.S.  and 
possessions  on  January  1 to  report 
addresses  to  Attorney  General  during 
January.  Aliens  temporarily  absent 
from  U.S.  during  January  must  re- 
port addresses  within  ten  days  of  re- 
turn to  U.S.  Reporting  cards  are  avail- 
able at  any  U.S.  post  office  and  at 
offices  of  Immigration  and  Naturali- 
zation Service,  Justice  Department. 
Compliance  with  requirement  to  re- 
port is  important  to  all  aliens  in  U.S. 
armed  forces  and  to  armed  forces 
members  having  relatives  who  are 
not  citizens  but  are  residents  of  U.S. 

DURING  PAST  DECADE  Army  has 
acquired  automatic  data  processing 
computers  at  a greater  rate  than  it 
has  trained  personnel  to  handle  them. 
Study  is  now  under  way  to  remedy 
this.  Army  said  most  present  or- 
ganizations for  systems  development 
and  control  are  generally  under- 
manned, have  limited  talent  and  are 
not  equipped  to  accommodate  systems 
growth  or  change. 

MAJ.  GEN.  MILTON  B.  Adams  has 
assumed  command  of  Headquarters 
Command,  USAF,  Bolling  AFB, 
Washington,  D.C.,  succeeding  Maj. 
Gen.  Rollen  H.  Anthis,  new  com- 
mander of  the  17th  Air  Force,  with 
headquarters  at  Ramstein  AB,  Ger- 
many. Gen.  Anthis  replaced  Maj. 
Gen.  John  D.  Lavelle,  who  has  as- 
sumed the  position  of  deputy  director 
for  readiness  of  the  Defense  Com- 
munications Planning  Group. 


RADM.  ROBERT  CANADA,  Navy’s 
Deputy  Surgeon  General,  elected 
member  in  American  Clinical  and 
Climatological  Association,  and  Capt.

ALL  VETERANS  AND  dependents 
of  deceased  veterans  on  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration rolls  for  receiving  pen- 
sions are  being  mailed  form  cards  on 
which  they  are  to  report  their  income, 
the  VA  reported.  Cards  are  going 
to  those  on  non-service-connected  rolls 
and  to  parents  of  deceased  veterans 
who  are  receiving  dependency  and 
indemnity  payments. 

NAVY  HAS  SENT  medical  research 
team  from  Taiwan  to  study  Asiatic 
cholera  in  Philippines.  Team  will 
evaluate  methods  of  treating  cholera 
in  children  in  hopes  of  learning  how 
to  lower  mortality  rate  of  pediatric 
cholera. 

LT.  GEN.  HARRY  W.  0.  KINNARD, 
Commanding  General,  U.S.  Army 
Combat  Developments  Command,  will 
be  chairman  of  two  national  aviation 
meetings  next  year.  In  May  he  will 
be  program  chairman  of  American 
Helicopter  Society’s  Annual  Techni- 
cal Symposium  and  in  October  he 
will  chair  annual  meeting  of  American 
Association  of  Army  Aviators.

DOD  Recommends  Cautious  Approach 
In  Ocean  Bottom  Exploitation 

Defense  Department  has  advised  Congress  to  adopt  a 
cautious  approach  in  redetermining  the  sovereignty  of 
the  ocean  bottom. 

The  military  viewpoint  was  given  Nov.  29  in  Congress 
when  DOD  was  asked  to  comment  on  three  Senate  Resolu- 
tions dealing  with  exploiting  the  ocean’s  animal  and 
mineral  resources. 

DOD’s  position  was  presented  by  Paul  C.  Wamke, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  for  International  Security 
Affairs. 

One  of  the  resolutions  apparently  calls  for  extending 
the  limits  of  the  continental  shelf  to  600-meter  depths, 
as  opposed  to  the  present  limit  of  200-meters. 

Defense  Department  concern  arises  out  of  the  United 
States’  use  of  the  ocean  for  maintaining  national  security. 

Mr.  Wamke  said  any  proposals  affecting  military  use 
of  the  ocean  or  the  ocean  floor  would  have  to  be  considered 
arms  control  measures. 

“Such  proposals  would  have  to  be  evaluated  from  the 
standpoint  of  national  security,”  he  said. 

With  the  submarine  threat  to  the  United  States  ex- 
pected to  remain  a “very  serious  consideration”  in  de- 
fense planning,  Mr.  Warnke  pointed  out  that  the  effective- 
ness of  detection  and  tracking  submarines  depends  heavily 
on  the  environment  in  which  they  are  operating. 

“At  the  present,”  he  said,  “there  is  insufficient  informa- 
tion about  this  environment  to  predict  accurately  the 
precise  needs  the  United  States  will  have  for  the  oceans.” 


SecDef  Announces  Increase 
In  Equal  Opportunity  Housing 

Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  announced 
in  early  December  that  22  additional  high-rise  apart- 
ment with  9,376  units  near  the  Pentagon  in  northern 
Virginia  will  be  available  immediately  for  rental  by  all 
military  personnel  regardless  of  race  or  color. 

This  brings  the  number  of  “equal  opportunity”  high- 
rise  rentals  in  the  northern  Virginia  area  to  33  apart- 
ments with  15,537  units. 

This  represents  almost  an  800  percent  increase  in  “equal 
opportunity”  housing  in  the  five  months  since  DOD  began 
its  campaign,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Manpower) 
Alfred  B.  Fitt  reported  to  Mr.  McNamara. 

Secretary  Fitt’s  office  monitors  the  program.  Brig. 
Gen.  William  E.  Ekman,  USA,  is  DOD’s  Off-Base  Housing 
Coordinator. 

Gen.  Ekman  indicated  the  high-rise  total  is  only  half 
the  “equal  opportunity”  housing  picture  in  northern 
Virginia.  All  told,  there  are  140  developments  with  31,485 
units  offering  rentals  to  servicemen  of  all  races,  he  re- 
ported. 

Mr.  McNamara  hailed  the  Dec.  1 decision  by  a major 
group  of  high-rise  realtors  in  the  Pentagon  area  but 
stressed  “we  will  not  be  satisfied  until  all  military  per- 
sonnel in  all  50  states  can  obtain  housing  on  an  equal 
opportunity  basis. 

“Anything  less  than  100  percent  success  is  not  accepta- 
ble,” the  Defense  Secretary  said. 

DOD’s  nationwide  campaign  to  achieve  “equal  oppor- 
tunity” in  off-base  rental  housing,  as  now  existing  in  on- 
base  housing,  was  started  in  April. 

During  the  summer  the  metropolitan  Washington  area, 
including  Maryland  and  northern  Virginia,  was  designated 
a pilot  area  for  intensive  activity. 

National  Guard  Reorganization 
To  Be  Completed  by  June  1,  1968 

The  Army  National  Guard  reorganization  is  now  being 
implemented  two  years  after  it  was  first  proposed. 

The  high  priority  Selected  Reserve  Force  is  to  be  modi- 
fied to  meet  the  Army’s  current  assessment  of  its  needs. 
The  first  step  is  to  be  immediate  conversion  and  strength- 
ening of  the  118,903-man  Guard  force.  The  revised  force 
is  to  be  replaced  May  1 by  a completely  new  SRF-II  for 
organizing  and  training  to  assume  the  mission. 

Reorganization  is  phased  by  unit  through  May  31,  1968. 
By  June  1 the  Guard  is  expected  to  be  in  its  new  eight 
division,  18  brigade  combat  structure. 

The  Guard  now  contributes  744  units  to  the  150,000- 
man  SRF.  Guard  contribution  to  SRF-II  will  be  620  units 
and  89,000  men.  Meanwhile,  the  Guard  will  maintain  its 
mobile-ready  posture.

DOD  Seeks  Proposals 
Under  Project  Themis 

Qualified  academic  institutions  in- 
terested in  participating  in  the  De- 
partment of  Defense’s  Project  Themis 
1968  have  been  asked  to  submit  pro- 
posals for  research  by  Jan.  19,  1968. 

The  general  objective  of  Project 
Themis  is  to  further  strengthen  the 
scientific  and  engineering  capabilities 
of  selected  academic  institutions 
throughout  the  country,  “enabling  a 
larger  number  to  carry  out  high- 
quality  research  in  areas  related  to 
national  defense  problems.” 

In  July,  Defense  Secretary  Robert 
S.  McNamara  announced  selection  of 
50  research  programs  at  universities 
in  30  states  and  District  of  Columbia 
for  funding  under  Project  Themis. 
These  programs  began  in  autumn. 

A brochure,  prepared  by  the  Office 
of  the  Director  of  Research  and  De- 
velopment, explains  all  aspects  of 
Project  Themis. 

The  project  was  initiated  in  Janu- 
ary, 1967. 

DOD  Suspends  Restriction 
On  Army,  AF  Butter  Use 

The  restriction  on  the  use  of  butter 
in  Army  and  Air  Force  has  been 
temporarily  suspended  and  those  serv- 
ices will  have  butter  beginning  April  1. 

The  ban  on  butter  is  being  lifted  to 
take  advantage  of  surplus  dairy  prod- 
ucts made  available  to  the  Defense 
Department,  according  to  Paul  H. 
Riley,  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Defense  for  Supply  and  Services. 

He  said  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  made  available  30  million 
pounds  of  butter,  5 million  pounds 
of  cheese  and  300,000  pounds  of  non- 
fat dry  milk.  The  products  were  ac- 
quired while  supporting  milk  and 
butter  fat  prices  for  dairy  farmers. 

In  a memorandum  to  the  military 
departments,  Mr.  Riley  said  the  De- 
fense Supply  Agency  has  been  di- 
rected to  have  the  products  ready  for 
distribution  to  military  installations 
by  April  1. 


U.S.  Military  Academy 
Board  of  Visitors 
Submits  1967  Report 

The  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  U.S. 
Military  Academy,  West  Point,  N.Y., 
has  sent  its  1967  report  to  President 
Johnson  recommending  that  the  Army 
should  continue  to  emphasize  assign- 
ment to  the  Academy  faculty  as  a 
highly  desirable  career  assignment. 

Among  other  Board  recommenda- 
tions were: 

• Funds  for  projects  in  the  Acad- 
emy’s expansion  program  should  be 
authorized  according  to  plan  to  as- 
sure completion  of  the  program  as 
scheduled. 

• A comprehensive  review  should 
be  conducted  concerning  faculty  ten- 
ure, composition,  prestige,  rank,  pay 
and  other  emoluments. 

The  report  also  noted  that  the 
Academy  is  carrying  out  its  mission 
in  an  outstanding  manner.  The  re- 
port commended  Superintendent,  Maj. 
Gen.  Donald  V.  Bennett,  USA,  “for 
discharging  his  responsibilities  with 
vigor,  imagination  and  wisdom.” 


Navy's  A-7A  Corsair  II 
Operational  in  Vietnam 

Navy’s  newest  aircraft,  the  A-7A 
Corsair  II,  is  now  flying  combat  mis- 
sions from  aircraft  carriers  in  the 
Tonkin  Gulf. 

The  600-mile  per  hour  aircraft  is 
designed  for  close  support  and  at- 
tack missions,  and  can  convert  its 
long-range  capability  into  lengthy 
“loiter”  time  over  a target. 

It  can  carry  more  than  twice  the 
load  of  bombs — or  the  same  load  of 
bombs  twice  as  far — as  any  other 
lightweight  jet  aircraft. 

Operating  at  low  altitudes,  the 
Corsair  II  can  outlast  enemy  air- 
craft in  defensive  maneuvers  and  fly 
below  the  effective  range  of  radar 
screens  and  ground-to-air  missiles. 

LTV  Aerospace  Corp.  built  the 
Corsair  II  and  the  first  squadron, 
VA-147,  was  commissioned  early  this 
year. 

Air  Force  is  also  buying  the  Cor- 
sair II  and  is  scheduled  to  receive  its 
first  aircraft,  designated  A-7D,  in 
1968.  The  first  wing  is  scheduled  to 
be  operational  by  1969. 
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
